Previous 
experiment has not been promising, but conditions 
change and in other circumstances it is easy to 
envisage the birth of a United States of Central 
America. 
But though public opinion in the United States 
would sympathize with a sincere and enlightened 
aspiration toward union, even though practical 
men had doubts of its practicability or benefit toe 
Central American peoples, there would certainly 
be little support for any such enterprise as is sug- : 
gested by recent events in Nicaragua. There, it 
seems, has come to the surface a Mexican scheme 
for manipulating the politics of the smaller state 
so as to place in power a faction backed by re 
sources from Mexico and presumably subservient 
to Mexican control. We ought to make some al- 
lowance for the difficulty of wholly preventing 
filibustering expeditions, for we have sometimes 
failed in that respect ourselves, It is not certain, 
in the present condition of Mexico, that Mr. Calles’ 
government has deliberately conspired to over- 
throw a government in Nicaragua even though 


they would reject all draftees who had 
not had measles. Possibly they would 
have liked to expose them to measles and 
then send them home to have the disease, 
convalesce, and then come into the army.

A FREE PRESS IS PROGRESS. 
Roumania has expelled the correspondent of the 
United Press in Bucharest. He is the second to 
be forced out of the country, the correspondent of 
the New York Times having been asked to leave 
cn twenty-four hours’ notice a short time ago. 
The Roumanian government has also placed gags 
on native newspapers. The reason for the action, 
says our correspondent—who may be ousted at any 
time—is that correspondents and the native press 
have been commenting on the gorgeousness of 
Queen Marie's American tour and Prince Carol's 
politico-amatory escapades. This is not good read- 
ing material for a people subsisting largely on 
black bread. 
The degree to which a free press is permitted to 
exist is one of the best tests of national progress. 
THe TRIBUNE has not maintained correspondents 
in Russla for several years because it would not 
agree that its dispatches should be censored and 
garbled by thé soviet autocracy. TRIBUNE corre- 
spondents have been jailed and thrown out of 
Italy and Spain. They told unpleasant truths 
about the methods of djctatorship in these coun- 
tries. There is no such thing as freedom of the 
press in Roumania, Russia, Italy and Spain, and 
by that same token here are four of the most 
backward countries of Europe, ruled by reaction-

Soft Coal in U. S. Should 


Supply World 800 Yrs. 


Pittsburgh Pa, Nov. 18.—(#/)—The 
vast bituminous coal deposits of the 
United States can supply the world’s 
needs for motor fuel for the next 8v0 
years, according to Dr. Gustav Egloff, 
technical director, Universal Oil Prod- 
ucts company, Chicago. 

In making this prediction tonight at 
the final session of the international 
conference on bituminous bvoal at Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, Dr. Ee- 
loff described how he had converted 
tar extracted from coal into motor fuel 
through the medium of a cracking 
process. 

Doubles the Mileage. 

Dr. Egloff sa®i the motor fuel he 
invented would double the mileage per 
galion as compared to ordinary gaso- 

‘line while operating a high compres- 
‘sion motor. 

_‘'“The superior quality of this type 

of motor fuel is “ue to the high per- 
centage of aromatic and unsaturated 
hydrocarbons contained therein,” he 

paid, 

The United States has approximate- 
Iy 1,600,000,000,000 tons of the 38,154,- 
600,000,000 tons of bituminoug coal in 
the world on the basis of estimates, he 
asserted. 

“By means of low temperature dis- 
tillation of this quantity of bituminous 
coal,” he continued, ‘ 800,000,000,000 
barrels of tar can be produced, which, 
under cracking conditions, would yield 
240,000,000,000 barrels of motor fuel 
of high anti-knocking properties.”
